3. The Governor General in Council is fully aware that a serious block — 


has arisen in the promotion of the junior Civil Servants in the North-Western 

Provinces. The remedy which should be ae to meet the case has been 

considered by a Committee composed of the highest officers of the Govern- 

ment, before whom those who are interested have .had an opportunity of - 

stating their case; and the Government of India have made certain recom- 
’ mendations on the subject to the Secretary of State. 


Those who have paid attention to the matter are that this block - 


has arisen from the excessive number of Civil Servants allotted to the North-. 
Western Provinces in cértain years prior to 1868. Myr. Lowe has not been 
content with this explanation, and has endeavoured to show that the block 
has been caused by the improper ‘distribution of patronage in India since 
the year 1861. The Government of India feel ¢: upon to take notice 
of these grave charges against themselves and their predecessors which the 
publication of Mr. Lowe’s speech has introduced into the discussion. 


4. The following extracts from the pamphlet show the nature of these 


charges. Quoting from a speech made by Lord Macaulay, in 1853 when 
discussing a different subject, Mr. Lowe is reported to have read these words—
